the annual Election of Major and Council 
lors is now fast approaching. At the earnest re- 
quest of rnany voters of the city, I am a^ain in- 
duced to oiler myself as a candidate lor tho May- 
oralty. Having already served you in that capa- 
city for over two years, and having stated at tho 
Inst Municipal Election that I should not again 
nsk your sulh-agsa as n candidate for civic honors, 
I deem it tny duty towards you to state my reasons 
for again allowing myself to ho nominated as a 
candidate for oliiec. 

At the time of the last election I, in common 
with the Municipal body generally nupposed that 
there was sufficient power granted under the ' In- 
corporation Act' to allow the Mayor nnd Council 
to continue tho works then commenced and par- 
tially completed ; and aluo to make many further 
improvements for the general benefit, such as a 
general sewerage, the grading aud macadamizing 
of many streets which the traffic and commerce 
of the publio absolutely demand ; the lighting of 
the principal streets with r^as, and other impor- 
tant improvements which were then in contem- 
ilation. but the decision of the Honble. Chief 
ustice in the suit of the -'Corporation vs, Ring," 
had tho effect of rendering the Council powerless 
during '.ho past year for any thing useful, and 
prevented tho carrying out of any of the numer 
ous improvements intended. During the first 
municipal year tho Corporation incurred a liabil- 
ity in tho shape of a loan, tor tho payment of 
which as yet means hove only hoen in part prov- 
ided. The proceeds of that loan were expended 
:i making streets ; aud no doubt yuu, fellow elec- 
tors, feel with mo that the liability thus incurred 
should be promptly aud faithfully met, and I had 
hoped that during the past year such measure* 
would have been adopted by the Corporation as 
would have placed the repayment of the loan be- 
yond doubt, but owing to the Incorporation Act 
being held to bj invalid, Bitch measures were out 
of our power. In consequence of these unlooked 
for and unforeseen difficulties, I have been unable 
to assist in carrying out those measures which 1 
promised to support when last bcfoio you, and 
have consequently concluded to offer you my ser- 
vices for another year, contrary to my expecta- 
tion. Hud tho means been at the disposal of tho 
Corporation, doubtless all tiie important measures 
I have alluded 1„ would have been carried out, in 
which case I should not have felt myself at liberty 
to have asked your votes again this year. 

Tho members of the Legislature for the city and 
the Government having pledged themselves tu 
introduce during tho precent session of Parlli 
ment such amendments to the Incorporation Act 
as will make it a useful bill, I am convinced that 
the next Council will have it in their power to 
render important services lo the city; and if you 
do me the honor to return nie, I shall strenu- 
ously endeavor to maintain the credit and 
honor of our City, at the same lime 1 shall op- 
pose to the utmost any excessive taxation or any 
taxation beyond actual requirements, holding as 
I do that moderate and equitable taxation with 
the greatest economy in expenditure is of tho ut- 
most importance at the present time. 

If returned 1 shall as heretofore endeavor to 
servo you faithfully, and' if I occasionally Gr r it 
will be from the head and not from the heart.

TE2 IRREPRESSIBLE QUESTION. 

To-day the Crown Lands and tho Civil 
List question — that nightmare of the Assem- 
bly — will como up onco more fur discussion 
The despatches fiom His Excellency Go- 
vernor Kennedy and tho Home authorities, 
laid before the IIon«o on Tuesday last, will 
according to resolution, be taken into '-serious 
consideration." Tho letter from Mr Caru- 
well ie in answer to n communication from 
His Excellenoy, in reference to sending home 
tho public accounts for audit. In that des- 
patoh the Secretary lor the colonies gives 
Governor Kennedy tho rather gratuitous in- 
formation, that in colonies possessing repre- 
sentative ins'itulious Ihe only accounts over 
which the colonial ollico exercises any su- 
pervision are those In connection with Crown 
properly. Mr. Cardwell also desires His 
Excellency, in the event of Ihe Crown lands 
not beioe; accepted by tho Assembly in ac- 
cordance with the proposition of the Duke 
ot Newcastle,to compile " a statement of the 
past receipts and expenditure of tiie Crown 
fund " and forward it to the Coloninl Ollice. 
On the strength of this document, His Ex- 
cellency once more brings the Crown lands 
question bo'ore ihe members of the Assem- 
bly. He points out at some length the in- 
jurious effects on the interests ol '.he colony 
of keeping the settlement of Ihe question in 
continued abeyance, and ends his communi- 
cation with Ihe assurance that any action ol 
the House will in no way prejudice the 
colony's claims against the Hudson's Boj 
Company. We agree with His Excellenc) 
in Ihe advisability of having the matter de. 
finitely settled— in removing fruitful cause*

The action ol tht 
HoUBe in this matter was one of merely tem- 
porary expediency, to guarantee the Baluries 
of Ihe above officers pending the rectifying 
a blunde- which, it » as considered, the Secre- 
tary lor tho Colonics had made, in asking tht 
Colony to pay all Ihe salaries but those of till 
Governor and Colonial Secretary. If thi 
' artion of Ihe Colonial Office was not a blun- 
der, - then it was merely a trap to catch the 
colonists, and force them into accepting ihe 
civil list as the least of two evils. By His 
Excellency's despatch, demanding ihe refund- 
ing of the amounts expended from U|h re- 
venue of the Crown on the salaries alluded 
to, ir- appears that the colony is called upon 
in accordance with the lormer despatch from 
Mr. Cardwell, to pay all Ibe salaries but ibusf- 
of the Governor and ihe Colonial Secielan 
— or in other words, that the " blunder" hu- 
mmed out tho "trap.'' Wo can, however, 
scarcely imagine that the Secretary of State 
lor the Colonies intends lo force such an issue 
upon the House, as His Excellency's cum 
munication would lend us to suppose. W> 
certainly cannot see any thing in Mr. Card- 
well's late despatch to lead us lo the conclu 
sion that the House is called upon for Ihe 
amount against which Ihe Governor was so 
cured. Mr. Cardwell desires a "statement 
of the past receipts and expenditure," but 
that cannot surely mean that the House is l« 
pay a portion of the civil list. Even if it did, 
however, the fact that the despatch was 
written before the n solution of the House, 
refusing to consider the colony bound to pa\ 
the salaries of the Chief Justice, &o., had 
reached the Secretary for the Colonic! 
sufficient loshow the necessity ol postponing 
the qutstion until a reply to the resolutions ol 
Ihe 2d of July is received. If Mr. Card.vcll 
maintains Ihe position laid down in ihu des- 
patch thai brought forth these resolutions, 
then our only rccourso is to demand respon- 
sible government, and thus obtain a full ooo-. 
trol of the public offices. To tie us down lo 
pay n largo civil list, in order thai the repre- 
sentatives of tho people may bo checkmated 
by the irresponsible officials of ihe Uppei 
House, is asking rather much ol any British 
population. 

There uro, however, other grounds on 
which this Crown Land question should be 
postponed. His Excellency has only recent- 
ly been in a position, through tho printing ol 
the minutes nf Ilia Crown Lands Committee, 
to lay the result of the Oomtuillee's labor- 
before Ihu Imperial authorities. It would be 
wise, therefore, lo await Iho act ion ol Ihe 
Home Government on the question. We have 
hud loo many years of Imperial procrastina- 
tion to be forced into an arrangement in n 
faw months. It is our turn now to procras- 
tinate. Lot Her Majesty's sage advisers feel 
that, small as we are, wo can return incon- 
venience- lor neglect, anil it will probabl) 
create some little rolorm in our Imperial rela- 
tions ; for if there is one thing more than an- 
other which your true Downing-Strool Bar- 
nacle detests, it is bolliur. Only threaten 
him with a little exlra work, and show him 
thai you can enforce Iho threat, mid you 
make him tho most pliable til sbell-Gih. Lei 
us take over the Crown Lands to.morrow, and 
wo relieve him ul considerable labor nod an- 
noyance ; but, with all the Governor's U83UI- 
once to the contrary (and wo do not doubt for 
a moment His Excellency's sincerity), lot us 
relieve Mr. Barnacle of the Crown Lands, and 
we relievo him of all interest in the sctile- 
ment of tho question between ourselves anil 
the Hudson's Day Company. Whatever 
reason might nave existed some months Bgo 
for tuking over the Crown property, there are 
stronger reasons now why iho matler should 
ha delayed. Wo have not demands to moke 
ou the Home nulhor.tios for important 
changes in the construction of our Govern* 
mcnt. Let these he first obtained, and lei 
His Excellency's statistics, which he is re- 
quested by Mr. Cardwell lo fa'nish in coo- 
jieolion with the financial condition of the 
"Crown lands, be lirst made' Up, before tho 
House accepts «• proposition of bo serious n 
«harnoUr at thn present juncture of OUI 
colonial affairs.

Lrtecu River. By miners who came in 

from Leech river on Saturday night we learn 
lhat the recent ruins have swollen the stream 
nearly three feet, and lhat it was still rising. 
Nearly all of the companies in the bod ol the 
stream had ceased working, and tho genoral 
cry anions the claimholders was to have them 
laid over till next year. Should ibis be done 
shortly, a groat many of the miners who at 
present dure not leave their claims for fear of 
lo«ing them would at ooeo commence pros- 
pecting the numerous dry gulches which ex- 
ist around Loech river, and which although 
known in several cases to contain gold, could 
not he wotlted during the summer for want of 
water. Dissatisfaction exisied among some 
of the mining companies on account of the 
conduct of the Commissioner in regard to 
some disputes which had urisen. One party 
hud put a dam across the stream, causing 
the water lo How back on the claim above 
and prevention it from being worked. The 
owners of tho lultcr baring made several ap- 
plications lo the Commissioner for redress, 
without effect, have got up a remonstrance 
siouc.i by a -number of miners, which will be 
presented to the Commissioner, and if still 
unsuccessful, it will then be sent ill lo His Ex- 
cellency. ^ 

Mount lUiiEit. — In our notice of the recent 
earthquake, we alluded to the fact of the 
summit of the volcauo having undergone con- 
siderable chango of lato jieaM, occasioned, 
as most suppose, from a large portion of tho 
mountain luivinir descended into tho cratur. 
The North Pacific Timea of Wednesday says: 
" Captain Irving informs us that the top of 
Mount Buker, probably upwards of a mile in 
width, has entirely collapsed within the past 
week, tin his last trip a change was per- 
ceptible in the appearance of thu mountain, 
bill the atmosphere was at that lime too 
thick to render accurate ooaervation possible. 
In coining down the river yesterday, however, 
the weather being line and clear, the extent ol 
the alteration was plainly visible, li would 
be difficult to ( stimuli) the enormous mass ol 
matter thus displaced, but if measured 
by tons it must amount to thousands ol 
millions. How far. or if in any way, this 
fall was connected with the recent earthquake, 
itre questions wo gladly leave to scientific 
men to discuss." According lo ihe Columbian, 
abuut 1000 (cot of the main peak have thus 
disappeared, leaving a large flat surface on 
the top. _ 

The Pkoi-lb's Tkleqram. — The Jenny 
Jones brought us the lirst number of this uso- 
lul littlo weekly, now being published .. 
Seattle. It contains ibe first despatch receiv- 
ed at that thriving little (own, which was or- 
dered and paid for by thu inhabitants, on the
